nearest  County,  District  or  Territory  in  which  a news- 
paper is  published.  In  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and 
Manitoba  the  notices  must  be  published  in  the  like 
manner  in  the  English  and  French  languages.  All 
notices  shall  be  continued  for  a period  of  at  least  two 
months  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  lie  amended 
shall  be  reprinted  in  full,  with  the  amendments  in- 
serted in  their  proper  places  and  between  brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance 
with  these  rules  shall  be  returned  to  the  promoters  to 
be  re-cast  before  being  revised  and  printed. 

Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in 
the  notice  of  application. 

A certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any 
proposed  line  of  railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or 
authorized  works  of  a similar  character  within,  or  in 
any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed 
work  is  intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the 
amount  of  capital  proposed  to  be  raised  for  the  under- 
taking, and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  projiosed  to  raise 
the  same  shall  be  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee  at 
least  one  week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill.

A BY-LAW 

To  Aid  the  British  Columbia  Agricult  aval  Association. 

~WT HI, R E AS  the  British  Columbia  Agricultural 

V T Association  is  a society  duly  incorporated 
under  the  laws  of  the  said  Province  for  the  protection 
and  advancement  of  agricultural  interests,  and  for  the 
promotion  and  welfare  of  mechanical  and  industrial 
operations,  which  holds  its  exhibitions  in  the  Provin- 
cial Electoral  District  without  the  municipal  limits  of 
said  Corporation,  but  adjoining  such  Municipality  ; 

And  whereas  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Victoria 
has  determined  to  aid  and  assist  the  said  Association 
in  its  building  operations  by  giving  to  the  said  Asso- 
ciation the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars 
($25,000)  for  the  purpose  of  paying  for  exhibition 
buildings  ; 

And  whereas  for  the  purposes  aforesaid  it  is  intended 
to  raise,  by  way  of  loan  upon  the  credit  of  the  said 
city,  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($25,000); 
And  whereas  it  will  require  the  sum  of  $1,936  to  be 
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raised  annually  by  -special  rate  for  paying  the  debt 
hereby  created,  and  the  interest  thereon  ;

1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Mayor  of  the  said  City 
of  Victoria  to  raise  by  way  of  loan  from  any  person  or 
persons,  or  body  or  bodies  corporate,  who  may  be  Mil- 
ling to  advance  the  same  upon  the  credit  of  the  de- 
bentures hereinafter  mentioned,  a sum  of  money  not 
exceeding  in  the  whole  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand 
dollars,  or  the  sterling  equivalent  of  that  sum,  and  to 
cause  the  same  to  be  paid  in  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
said  Corporation,  and  the  said  sum  of  twenty-five 
thousand  dollars  shall  be  paid  out  by  the  said  Treasurer 
to  such  person  or  persons  in  such  sum  or  sums  as  shall 
appear  by  the  certificate  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
hereinafter  mentioned.

to  act  in  the  said  trusts,  shall  be  filled  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  a new  Trustee  or  Trustees  by  the  said  Asso- 
ciation in  case  of  the  three  Trustees  appointed  by 
them,  and  by  the  said  Corporation  in  the  case  of  the 
two  Trustees  appointed  by  them.

9.  Provided  that  in  case  the  said  electric  lighting 
shall  not  be  kept  up  to  the  power  of  2,000  candles  by 
the  above-mentioned  standard  (in  section  one  of  these 
presents)  of  illuminating  power,  or  in  case  the  said 
Alexander  Shaw  should  fail,  and  continue  to  fail,  after 
thirty  days’  notice  in  writing  given  by  said  Corpora- 
tion to  the  said  Alexander  Shaw,  his  executors,  ad- 
ministrators, or  assigns,  to  fully  and  completely  fulfil 
and  perform  this  agreement,  or  any  matter  or  thing
